Students Protest 
Deportation Plan 

Japanese-Canadians 
Receive Full Support 
-Of SCM at Manitoba 



Winnipeg, October 29.— (CUP)— 
A strong protest regarding the de- 
portation ot Japanese Canadians has 
been registered here by the Student 
Christian Movement at the Univer- 
sity of Manitoba in support of the 
sUnd taken by the SCM at the 
University of Toronto recently. 

Characterizing a proposal to de- 
port Japanese citizens as "a blot 
on the history of our country," the 
SCM said that any such action 
would bo "a denial of one of the 
basic doctrines -by which wc seek 
to live and evaluate living." 

The SCM stated that it had taken 
Its stand on the basis ot two "fund- 
amental principles"— one specifical- 
ly Christian and the other concern- 
ed with ciiizenshlp. 

"On Christian grounds we be- 
lieve In the Fatherhood of God from 
which follows the Brotherhood ot 
Man", said the SCM statement "If 
this doctrine has any meaning, then 
It becomes impossible for us to pass 
judgment on any group or indi> 
vldual In terms of race. This we 
feel Is being done in relation to the 
Japanese Canadians." 

On the basis of citizenship it was 
argued that a fundamental point of 
British justice is that a person is 
innocent until proved guilty. Prime 
Minister King was quoted as say- 
ing that no person ot Japanese 
origin has been charged with any 
act ot sabotage or disloyally during 
the years of the warîT " 



Varsity Group Scores 
Decision on Japanese 

Toronto, Oct 29.— (CUP) —The 
StudenU' Branch of the Canadian 
Association ot ScienUflcJiWorkcOT 
has passed two resoliitlons at a re- 
cent meeting, one advising the Stu 
dents Administrative Council to 
take "immediate action" in conncc 
Hon with the Argentine question, 
"similar tO;that of McGIll,"' and the 
other condemning- the Canadian 
government's décision to deport 
10,000 Japanese-Canadians. 

'The recent decision of the Cana- 
dian government to deport Cana 
dians of Japanese origin is an en 
lircly undemocratic move founded 
on racial Intolerances and discrim 
inatlon. Ttoeretore we resolve to 
make known our protest by send 
Ing a telegram to the Canadian 
government urging it to reverse 
Its deplorable policy in this rc 
gard."

A survey ot all housing and fin- 
ancial conditions of veterans at 
McGIll will take place this morn- 
ing. Questionnaires dealing direct* 
iy with these two subjects will ap- 
pear in all faculty buildings. 

On the basis of information re- 
ceived from this survey, the Mc- 
GIll Students Veterans Society will 
compile ^11 the facts on bousing 
and maintenance allowances into 
a brief to be presented for ratifi- 
cation at a meeting of the Veter- 
an's Society. 

Culminating a week ot discussion 
and consideration ot the various 
aspects ot veteran , problems, the 
Society has decided that the hous- 
ing and financial conditions of the 
veteran students, Is of such serious- 
ness as to warrant being brought 
to the attention of the proper gov- 
ernment authorities. 

In order to get a complete end 
accurate report, the Society empha- 
sizes to all veterans the need of 
filling out the questionnaire as 
carefully and as accurately as pos- 
sible. Complete cooperation from 
all veterans Is urged, and the ques- 
tionnaires must be' completed in 24 
hours; that Is, they.-niiust'.be hand- 
ed in by Wednesday .at S' p.m. 

Questions appearing ' on the 
forms are of a personal welfare na- 
ture, dealing with living quarters, 
Income and expenses of veterans. 
More prominent among: tbe^querles 
is the one that asks whether or not 
additional Income is required other 
than living allowances to cover ex- 
penditures, • 

The Housing section ot the ques- 
tionnaire strives to uncover two 
facts. The adequacy and suitabil- 
ity of veteran's accommodation, 
plus the cost Recent concrete 
cases presented by various veter- 
ans points out the necessity for 
such investigation.. . , 

All completed questionnaires 
must be placed 'in the ballot boxes, 
situated near the entrances of all 
faculty buildings before Wednes- 
day at 5 p.m.

In an effort to bring to tlie attention of Mc- 
Gill Students the fact that there is an entirely 
forgotten Faculty ou this campus, wç. have de- 
dicated this page to the Faculty of Music. For 
many years this "silent service" of the campus 
lias been in operation, and while every otlier fa- 
culty enjoyed its share of publicity, tlie Musi- 
cians have worked on, never once feeling thot 
Ihey were part of McGill. We know of many 
students - who. have graduated from our Conser-. 
vatoi-y wjtliout anyone in the other fnciiltics 
knowing of them; their names arc read out at 
Convocation, their relatives and personal friends 
applaud, and another musician leaves McGill, 
unknown and unappreciated. 

The Faculty of Music has no representative 
on the Students' Executive Council. In other 
words, the students there must conform to the 
rules and regulations, the decisions and financial 
arrangements made by n body which docs not 
even represent them. Today the blame for this 
cannot be put on any organization, "or even the 
Council itself, for an unrepresented Faculty of 
Music has become an accepted tradition. 

Today a new spirit lias come among both 
the members of the Students' Council, and the 
Conservatory. An energetic Council has already 
expressed the hope for a revision of the consti- 
tution of the Students' Society; for in no other 
way could a representative from the Music Fa- 
culty be allowed to sit on the Council, than by an 
enactment of the student body. Tho Faculty 
of Architecture is in a similar position; we hope 
to dedicated a similar page to that Faculty in 
the near future. In. the Faculty of Music also, 
the desire for a stronger union with the rest of 
the campus is very evident. Flans have been 
made for an all-student symphony orchestra, for 
Sunday night sing;Songs, for a choral group and 
Madrigal choirs . . . these are designed to bring 
all McGill students into contact with the "for- 
gotten faculty." 

But these plans will be null and void if the 
students of this University do not become cons- 
cious of the need for a closer union. The first 
step in this direction, we feel, is to show our 
reî^ders in words and pictures what many a Rcnei 
ration of McGill students seems to have missed. 
Beyond that. The Daily will publish all avail- 
able riews of developments in the Conservatory, 
and will endeavour to remind students that the 
Faculty of Music must- never again be forgotten. 

McGill should be proud to have on the cam- 
pus a Faculty which teaches one of those few re- 
maining arts that ean% remind us that today, in 
the age of the atomic bomb,' in the age of all- 
consuming Wars and never-ending hates, tho 
beautiful things in life are not entirely obliter- 
ated. Wars shatter churches, art-galleries and 
concert halls, biit they cannot shatter the spirit 
of music ... a spirit which has been perpetuated 
since time immemorial as a guiding light in times 
of sorrow and an expression of joy in times of 
good fortune. Let us never again forget the school 
that teaches this immortal art right here at Mc- 
GiUl 



MEET THE FACULTY OF MUSIC 



The Dean of Music 
Douglas Clarke 

Dy GLENNA LYMBURNER 
Over on the corner of University and Sherbroolcp 
Is what might well be called the 'mystery house' 
of the campus. Everyone knows it is part o£ Mc- 
Gill, some know that it is tlie McGill Conservatory, 
only those associated with It know about its activi- 
ties and its staff. 

Generally, the best source of information con- 
cerning cither the current events or the past history 
of a McGill faculty Is^^'theji^'janUor. Unforluuatcly 
the janitor of the Conservatory Is not musical. 
Therefore, since music Is the Conservatory's busi- 
ness tho person to sec is the Director of the McGill 
Conservatorium. He is Mr. Douglas Clark, M.A., 
Mus,B. (Cantab). F.R.C.O., F.R.C.M. Dean Clark 
docs no^ live up to the usual concept of a musi- 
cian. He is a far cry from the old picture of the 
dull, academic scholar with his mind far afield in 
symphonic echoes. Conversation with him soon 
shows him la be a pleasant, likeable man whose 
plans, hopes and memories arc all centred around 
musical Interests, but it is an active Interest not 
vague or self-centred. 

Douglas Clarke, Dean of the Conservatory, came 
to Canada from England, In 1027 as conductor of 
the Winnipeg Male Voice Chélr|and of the Phil- 
harmonic Society and was organist of Holy Trinity 
Church. In Mny, 1929, lio came to McGill as an ex-

a miner. His theory is that ho also was being exam- 
ined for in September he was appointed Director of 
the Conservatory and the following year Dean of 
the Faculty of Music. In 1029 he became the con- 
ductor of the Montreal Symphony Orchestra, the 
first symphonic venture In the city. In 1936 he was 
made a Fellow of the. Royal College of Music. A 
fellowship Is given at the college for service to tho 
art of music. There arc only SO musicians living 
who hold this honour, among whom are MacMIUan 
and Strauss. 

When he came to the Conscrvalory, Dean Clark 
found that a need existed for an extracurricular 
activity, something that would keep the students o( 
the faculty from becoming isolated in their separate 
fields of study. With this need In mind the Conser- 
vatorium Club, which is still active, was formed to 
act as a social group as well as academic. 

Speaking of the Conservatory's retirement In 
recent years in the position of a faculty with very 
little active connection with the college, Dean 
Clarke pointed out two contributing factors. First, 
since students of music were not exempted from 
military service, the faculty lost many good slu 
dents. These veterans arc now returning, bringing 
with them much of the old talent and life. Secondly, 
the Music Faculty has become Isolated from, cam 
pus activities; this In the Dean's opinion is the 
greatest trouble. With the return of many of the old 
pre-war college events, he hopes this will be 
remedied. "The Music Faculty wants to take an 
active part In McGlU activities," stated Dean 
Clarke." Neither the staff or the students wish to 
be Isolated as a group apart."

THE McGILL CONSERVATORIUM OF MUSIC

The McGill Conservatory of Music 
was officially opened for teaching 
on September 2Ist, 1004, under the 
direction of the late Dr. Charles A. 
E. Harris. Prior to that date the 
Royal Victoria College had includ- 
ed in Its curriculum such subjects 
as Pianoforte, Singing, History of 
Music, Form and Musical Theory 
underthc supervision of Miss Clara 
Liciitcnstcin. 

During thp session of 1003-1004 
the suggestion was made to the 
Corporation of McGill University 
that the time had come for the 
University to offer à syitcmatic In- 
struction in music. After careful 
consideration it was decided to ex- 
tend the teaching given in R.V.C. 
by instituting a Conservatorium of 
Music, the aim of which should be 
to offer thorough instruction in all 
branches of music, and so to en- 
courage the development of local

and native talent. The Chancellor 
of the University at that time, the 
late Lord Strathcona, pinccd at the 
disposal of the University, for the 
purposes of the Conscrvatoriuin, tlic 
fornier Workman residence, situ- 
ated on the northwest corner of 
University and Sherbrooke streets, 
adjoining the campus. In order to 
equip the buildiiy; suitably, con- 
siderable alteration in tlie interior 
was necessary', the expenses Incur- 
red being borne personally by Lord 
Strathcona. 

Tho Conservatorium was official; 
ly opened on October 14th by their 
Excellencies Lord and L:itly Miiito, 
the former being then Governor- 
General of the Dominion. Up to the 
year 1000 Instruction was given in 
accordance with the scheme of the 
Associated Board of the Royul 
Academy and Royal College of Mu- 
sic, of London, wliosc examinations 
.were conjointly wiili McGill, sup- 
plemented by a University course 
leading to the Degree of Mus. Bac 
It was felt, however, that the time 
hod arrived when a scheme more 
directly suitable to the local condi- 
tions of the Dominion was desir- 
able, and the Conservatorium insti- 
tuted its own Local Centre Exam- 
inations in the spring of 1010. 

In 1020 the Governors of the Uni- 
versity constituted a F.iculty of 
Music with Dr. H. C. Pcrrin, Mus. 
Doc, F.R.C.O.. as Dean, and in 1023 
the Conservatorium building be- 
came the properly of the Univer- 
sity by deed of gift from Lady 
Strathcona, in accordance with \hc 
wishes of the late Chancellor. Doc- 
tor Perrln retired In 1020 and 
Douglas Clarke, M.A., Mus. B. 
(Cantab.), F.R.C.O., was appointed 



Director, and in 1030 Dean of the 

faculty. 

Pupils are admitted to the Fac- 
ulty of Music as Regular, Partial, 
or Class Students. Regular students 
arc given individual Instruction in 
a principal study, a second study, 
and are admitted to the various 
lectures and classes according to 
llicir stand.ird of ability, as decid- 
ed by the Dean. Encouragement is 
given for the students of the Con- 
servatorium to take advantage of 
tlîe pli-round, thorough musital 
education which is available to 
them. 

There are a limited number of 
scholarships and bursaries ' which 
are awarded at the beginning of 
each session, at the discretion of the
